STRIFE IN VATICAN 


Diplomats Explain That Germans Are 


Exerting Efforts to Promote 


Trouble Through the 


Vatican. 


Rome, Jan. 22.—Italian diplomats 


believe Germany is trying to make 
internal trouble for Italy through the 
Vatican. The Vatican is the seat of 
government of the Catholic church, 
much: as the District of Columbia is 
the seat of government of the United 
States. The Vatican, however, Is 
classed as exclusively a seat of spir- 
itual government, and is-supposed to. 
have nothing to do with the temporal 
government of Italy or 
any 
other 
country. Prior to 1870 the Catholic 
church governed both spiritually »nd 
temporally in many places. 
When 
the temporal power of the church was 
taken away in ,1871 Italy established 
The Law of Guarantee whereby the 
Vatican is guaranteed absolute pro- 
tection by Italy, from 
interference 
from any source with its affairs as a 
spiritual governing agency. So .long 
as Italy alone guarantees protection 
to the Vatican, Italy controls absolute

PRACTICAL TESTS OF BUTTER PLANT JUICE USED FOR INK 


Important to Know If Supply Is Fresh 


and Free From Suspicion of Ran- 


: 
cldity—Remove 8alt. 


As nearly everyone eats butter, and 


thousands of pounds of ,it . are con- 
sumed every day,' it' is important to 
know if the supply is fresh and free 
from a suspicion of rancidity. To pre- 
vent butter from becoming rancid it 
ahpuld be thoroughly ."workerf1 first 
of all. 
The next procedure should be' 


to 'work Into it (the mass before it is 
printed) bica'rbonate of soda solution.'. 
Dissolve an ounce ot bicarbonate of. 
soda with a pint of* boiling water. 
When it cools work this into- (and 
wash the butter well with it) 'two 
pounds of butter. Wheti the rank taste 
has disappeared wash and rinse the 
butter well with fresh cold water and 
salt at once. 
. 
' 


If butter is too salt it may be fresh- 


ened by churning with fresh milk in 
the proportion of one quart ot 'mill: 
to one pound of butter. 
:. 


Testing butter to see if it 'is really 


fresh butter, renovated butter, or mar- 
garine, may be done by placing a 
piece of butter about the size of a 
lima bean In an iron spoon and hold- 
ing the-spoon over an alcohol stove or 
other fire, stirring the jnelting butter 
with a clean wooden stick (toothpick) 
until it boils. Pure butter boils with 
a little noise,> but a great deal' of 
foam; "renovated" butter or marga- 
rine boils with much noise and sput- 
ters like grease and water. 


To remove .salt from butter—which 


Is sometimes necessary, especially if 
butier has been in "pickle"—put three 
or four pounds of butter "in a large 
wooden bowl, pour over it enough cold 
water: to coter it, and then beat the 
butter with a spoon till the wajer Is 
hazy looking or discolored. 
Pour off 


this water, then, and add more, and 
then beat again. 
Change the water 


until it is clear after the beating. If 
the water comes out of the beaten but- 
ter looking clear, then it is time to 
stop, for that proves the. salt has .been 
removed.

Used for Public Documsnts. 


. Most of the inks in ips,e today are 
derived' from the mineral kingdom. 
AU Inks require a certain degrw ot 
skill to manufacture properly. Whether 
made of mineral substances or vege- 
table, most of them cannot be u/ed 
with much success''in >the-.state-in 
which they are found in nature, 
^ There is in New Granada-, a curious 
vegetable' product known as the ink 
plant. Its Juice, called chanchi, can 
be used, it is said, without any previ- 
ous preparation. ... 


The letters traced are of ia reddish 


brown color at first, but turn • deep 
black in a few hours. This curious 
Juice is 'less injurious to steel pens 
than the commercial inks. 


These qualities of the phut seem 


to have been discovered under the 
Spanish administration.

ings intended for the mother country 
were wet through by sea water on the 
voyage. While the papers written with 
common ink were almost illegible, 
those written with the vegetable Ink 
were quite uninjured.

BATS WILL "COMBAT" 


TEXAS MOSQUITOES 


Army Of Mosquito Eating Bats Will 


Be Released In San Antonio.— 


. Then It 'May Be Bat*. 


San Antonio, Tex., Jail. 21. — An 
army of mosquito-eating bats, several 
thousand strong, will be turned loose 
in Sau Antonio next month. If, as 
has been predicted tor it, the army 
succeeds in crippling seriously the ac- 
tivities of the germ-laden mosquito 
population, many other cities may tol 
low' San Antonio's example and es- 
tablish their "municipal nat roosts." 
Dr. C. A. R. Campbell, who 
has 
made- a special study of bats, is re- 
s'pbnsible tor San Antoni's bat roost. 
The institution came ln,to existence 
last spring. It was not a success in 
its first year owing tp the fact that 
it was established late in the spring, 
•and Its population 'was not numerous 
enough. This spring there Is a large 


army of bats on hand and it is ex- 
pected to get an early start. Dr. Camp- 
bell says that one bat in the course 
of a single day will eat one thousand 
mosquitoes.' Ho expects hordes of mos- 
quitoes to perish daily, and that by the 
end of the summer the pestiferous in- 
sects will be almost, if not entirely, 
missing Irom this locality. 
The-nights of the T>ats will begin 
about February 15 and'from then un- 
til April 30 they will fly about all night 
long, trailing and devouring mosqui- 
toes. Dr. Camr/bell says that the more 
malaria, typhoid and other germs a 
mosquito carries, the' better the bat 
relishes,it. 
Aftei- April 30, the bats grow leas 
hungry and more sleepy. By the end 
of July their flight totals only about 
two hours. Soon thereafter the sea 
son for baby bats arrives. 
A .neighboring city having written 
to Dr. Campbell asking him to get rid 
of mosquitoes, he replied: "Breed 
bats." . Then he got another 'letter in- 
quiring, "But when you've got rid" of 
the rronquitoes, how do you get rid 
of the bate?"

"There are many people who take 
aleolhol in moderation and are greatly 
injured by it 
Then there is a con- 
siderable proportion of the users of 
alcohol who can not use it in modera- 
tion. They must, use it in excess; No 
one can tell beforehand whether or 
not he can take alcohol in moderation, 
and after finding it impossible to take 
it in moderation, it is too late, since 
the unfortunate is already addicted to 


I its use. Again there are some men 
I who take alcohol in moderation for 
years. and suddenly develop an insa- 
1 liable craving for it, showing, at th» 
same time, marked mental deteriora- 
tion. These facts are sufficient 
to 
convince one that the only safe rule 
in regard to alcoholic beverages is 
to abstain from their use entirely, 
"Alcohol taken except on physicians 
orders never does any one any good 
whatever. It is especially dangerous 
for individuals, in \vhom there is an 
hereditary tendency to drink.

NOW IT'StTHE KAISER

Vilna, Russia, Jan. 22.—Just a little 
more than a century after Napoleon 
victoriously entered this little Rus- 
sian town a second emperor of an 
enemy country paid it a. visit and 
worshipped in the Protestant church 
here. 'The emperor on this occasion 
was the German kaiser. 
Vilna, in mid-December, was gaily 
decked in honor of the kaiser's com- 
ing.

Whole companies. and regiments of 
troops' lined the streets. Quite as 
many civilians,, looked eagerly from 
their windows for a glance at. the man 
of whom they had heard so much and 
who, suddenly, had come to play such 
a large-part in their lives. 
Between tense lines of soldiers the 
kaiser rode to the little church which 
in 1812, victorious Napoleon had vis- 
ited, and -listened to a brief sermon in 
which the pastor spoke of the despair 
of the modern world at the present 
war between' Christian' peoples and 
the apparent inability of anyone to 
stop .'it.

FIRST SIBERIAN CORPS. 
, . ' H A S A NOVEL. HISTORY 


[BY 
ASSOCIATED I'RESS.} 
• _ 


Headquarters of the First' Siberian 
Corps, Jan.' 22.—The First 
Siberla'n 
regiment, which .with .orders of the 
First- Siberian corps turned the tide 
of battle "at Lodz when a -Russian; 
army, was almost completely envel- 
oped ;by the Germans, and which bore 
the brunt of fighting before Warsaw, 
has a history dating back two hun- 
dred, years. It was created in 1720 
by Peter-the Great. It was the regi- 
ment- sent in the ;Chinese, expedition 
in 1900-02, and for its serivces at that 
tlnae it was awarded :a flag with a spe- 
cial inscription .by the emperor. 
It 
was a part of the First Manchurian 
army- in-the Japanese .war and fought 
at Lo-Yan. Chal-Hai • and 
Mudken. 
Much-has . been written about their 
intrepid volor during that struggle. 
When the present emperor, as • heir 
to the. throne, went to the far east, he 
christened the regiment his own, with 
the right to bear his initials on their 
shoulder straps. .This . special 
dis- 
tinction has created a .bond of sym- 
pathy and gpodfellowshfp among offi- 
cers and' men. The regiment 
has 
many gifts from the 
emperor 
and 
from 'foreign visitors and from other 
regiments, 
creating: a collection of 
great historic value as well. -When 
the regiment is at, home, at every 
feast or function a chair is kept at 
the head of the table or in the place 
of honor for. the emperor. Above it 
always is placed his portrait, one of 
his . many gifts. At regimental din- 
ners the portrait is veiled until the 
toasts .are reached when it la uncov- 
ered and the first toast is to his im- 


p'erial majesty. 
The place at table is 
served as though the emperor \veri> 
present-in fact. 
. Another tradition of this regiment 
which is ancient and abandoned li- 
nearly all other Siberians, is the m-S 
entation of the winecup. It is rarelv 
observed except when the emperor h 
present or for other

The danger of mastoiditis is septic 
infection of the brain cavity—a.bsceBB, 
meningitis or septic sinus thrombosis 
(Clotting and infection of the great 
vein-path*\pf-.the brain cavity}. 
Of courseV a fair share of cases of 
mastoidltls will go on to spontaneous 
recovery after a few weeks under good 
care, but the disease is a treacherous 
one and must be managed by a physi- 
cian of good, judgment. Perhaps half 
of the cases of mastoiditis will recover 
without operation and the other half 
will require operation.

nage, with the fighting nations on 
every side, Switzerland is peculiarh- 
placed for effectively carrying on this 
humanitarian work. It is Hke the 
diplomatic work which the 
United 
States assumed for the different coun- 
tries, but the magnitude of the work 
is probably greater owing to the 
vastness of these daily mails between 
all the fighting countries. And vet 
Switzerland, does the work simply and 
without noise, and few kuow o'C tlic 
extent of the undertaking.
